Report of The Selectmen 


The Town closed the year with a net unexpended balance of $613.87. The total 
valuation of the Town increased in the amount of $1,711,149.00 making our pres- 
ent valuation $14,420,042.00. 


There were 412 veterans exemptions, 4 totally disabled exemptions and one blind 
exemption for a total of $22-872.46. 


The largest increase in our budget expenditures was in our School Tax over which 
we have no control. This incréased $177,877.12 from $938,475.71 Tosehye toe co. 


The water line to the Westville area has been completed and is now available for 
fire protection. The New Hampshire Fire Underwriters have informed us that in- 
surance rate credit is applicable to areas adjacent to the hydrants and not the 
Town as a whole. 


The "Town Road Aid" money was used to correct a surface water drainage problem 
on Dauntless Lane by installing catch basins and concrete pipe. 


Work on the cemetery addition this year included bringing the road up to grade 
with gravel, removing stumps, raising up and loaming of lots. It is the inten- 
tion of the board this year to proceed with improving the new section. 


We regret to inform you that the proposed Plastic Plant planned by Raymer Plas- 
tics in the vicinity of Kingston Road, for which the town voted a $40,000.00 
bond issue, has been forced to be delayed due to the present economic climate. 


A survey has been made of present and proposed water holes by the Rockingham 
County Soil Conservation at the request of the Selectmen, and the Fire Chief 
for the purpose of installing dry hydrants for fire suppression. The report 
was completed too late this year to implement any of the recommendations. 


Considerable time has been spent by the Board of Selectmen with Police and Fire 
Department heads towards working towards better protection of all the people 
and property in the town. We hope that the people will support the recommended 
articles. 


The Selectmen want to thank Albert (Vic) Geary of the Danville Road for giving 
the Town the use of his property, for the construction of a sidwalk to the 
Timberlane Regional High School on the Greenough Road. 


The year 1970 must be reported as one of the busiest ever for the Board of Select- 
men. However, much care and effort have been put into the filling of appointive 
positions during this period and we are confident that full attention can be given 
to all areas of municipal administration in 1971 and subsequent years. 


Appreciative of the affects on all of our citizens of inflation and a hesitant 
economy, we have continued to practice economy in Town government, to the ex- 
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tent that it is practicable under our system of administrative limitations. 

We are fully aware that the tax dollars which we spend are the same dollars which 
which you, our citizens, might otherwise have spent on food and clothing for 

your families.

We responded to two out of town fires at Newton, New Hampshire, and in turn Newton 
was called in by our department twice, and Atkinson, N.H. was called in once. 


I would like to commend the board of Fire Engineers and our loyal firemen, with- 
out their co-operation and help I could not have done my job as Fire Chief. Also 

I would like to thank all the very co-operative businessmen and citizens who help- 
ed a great deal. 


For the safety of the people considerable time has been spent enforcing the oil 
burner permit rule. It is required to have a written permit, before they in- 
stall an oil burner. 


The hydrant system has been inspected, and has been found to be in good working 
order. We had the N.H. Fire Underwriters look at the hydrant system, to approve 
it for a reduction in fire insurance for buildings within 600 feet of a hydrant. 
A letter has been received stating final approval should be forthcoming. 


We have added two scott air packs and various other equipment to up date our 
growing needs. 


Long hours have been spent with my officers to make sure your fire department 
carries on its work in protecting you the citizen. 


For the extra work put forth by my men and myself, I have proposed in this years 
budget an increase in their hourly wage to $2.50 for the first hour, also to give 
the Engineers $100.00 a year, and the Fire Chief $300.00 a year. 

On behalf of the officers and firemen I would like to thank these retired men for 


the long hard hours they have given to the Town of Plaistow over the years: 
Harrison Herrick, Donald Gilman, Robert Lang, and past Fire Chief John Palmer.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Twenty one dead or diseased trees were removed from town roads during 1970. 
Two were removed by contract, three by the Exeter and Hampton Electric Co, 
and the remainder by the Tree Warden. A good number of these trees have 
been dead for a number of years so that some of this work is "catch-up" work, 
thus accounting for such a large number of removals. 


Although there are many dying trees along our state roads which need removal, 
the State Highway Department has informed us that it would be doing no removal 
work this Winter due to the financial condition of the State. It had been 
anticipated that much of this removal work would be done this Winter, but now 
the best we can expect is possibly some such work in the Spring. The State 
Highway Department did, in August, have the stumps removed along the state roads 
from trees removed in past years. The State Entomology Department surveyed 
Plaistow in July for Dutch Elm Disease and reported more than 30 new trees 
which have been apparently infected. 


The "Town Elm" apparently contracted the Dutch Elm Disease this past Summer. 
An effort was made to halt the disease from spreading throughout the tree by 
removing the infected branches however it is realized that such attemps are 
usually in vain. Some removal of dead branches was accomplished this Summer 
although if the tree should survive the Dutch Elm Disease, there is consider- 
able more work to be done on the tree if it is to remain for many more years. 
At best, it's life is very limited. 


Although we are trying to remove as many dead or dying trees as possible, we 
are continuing and even expanding the tree planting program. This past Spring 
sixteen trees were planted and except for a few destroyed by vandalism, they 
appear to be in good shape at the end of the Summer. In addition to planting 
maple and linden trees, we also planted flowering trees which enables us’ to 
plant in areas too congested for large trees and also, of course, will add 
variety to our foliage. New trees are planted as far from the road as prac- 
tical in order to minimize damage by salt from the highways.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Town of Plaistow has continued to grow during the past year. In order to 
cope with this growth, and to ensure the orderly development of the Town, the 
Planning Board has been active during the past year. Regular monthly, meetings, 
as well as many other non-scheduled meetings have been held. 


Three subdivisions have been approved. The following streets have been accepted 
by the board: 


Culver Linwood Auburn Dalton 
Dundee Drive Shady Lane Brentwood Upper Road 
Little Nook Greystone Sequoia Starn Ave. 


Autumn Circle 


New Subdivision Regulations have been adopted and printed. These regulations 
require bituminous concrete roads and more stringent requirements for place- 
ment of utilities and drainage and should result in decreased town maintain- 
ance of roads. 


A Town Map and a Zoning Map has been prepared. The Zoning Ordinance has been 
updated, and copies printed. 


A professional engineer has been retained to ensure that plans for new subdi- 
visions are in the best interests of the Town, and all specifications for roads 
and storm drains are met. 


Our close proximity to route 495, and the distinct possibility of a connector 
to route 495, portends an increasing rate of growth for Plaistow. The Board 
recognizes the need for planning for town water and sewers to meet this growth. 
Protection of watershed areas must be provided while they still are available. 
Support of the request for funds for the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning 
Board will permit these studies to be carried out, and to help this region to 
become certified. Recent Federal regulations require membership in a certified 
regional planning board in order for the Town to be eligible for Federal fund- 
ing. The Board respectfully requests the Town's support of this item. 


Regular meetings of the Planning Board are held on the second Thursday of each 
month at 7:30 P.M. in the Town Hall. The Board invites interested citizens 
to attend to help it pian for the orderly growth of our Town. 


The Planning Board thanks Paul C. Studley, Stuart L. Jeans, William C. Bramley, 
and Richard T. Lunt, former Planning Board members, for their many contributions 
to the Town; in particular for the preparation of the new subdivision regula- 
tions, and the amended zoning ordinance.

This year we lost through resignation three veteran members of the board, namely 
John Marshall who has served many years as chairman since the board was estab- 
lished in 1938, Philip McKeen who has served as vice-chairman, and Edward D. 
McKenzie who was chairman at the time of his resignation. These men gave many 
hours of their time and energy, and deserve thanks from the people of the town 
for a job well done. 


Neil F. Walker, Thomas Allison, and John Fitzgerald were named by the Moderator 
to fill these vacancies to the board. It is the hope of the board to have print- 
ed forms available for applicants to apply for hearings, so that all necessary 
information will be readily available. This board has at all hearings weighed 
all the evidence presented and handed down decisions that were in the best in- 
terest of the Town and spirit of the ordinances. These ordinances are not made 
up by this board but it is you the voter that create these ordinances at annual 
town meetings in March, and it is up to this board to see that they are adhered 
to, and variences or exceptions granted when and where necessary. 


If you desire a hearing, try to get the application to the secretary of the board 
before the eighth of the month, as it must be advertised at least fourteen days 
before a public hearing.

There are two pieces of land, one consisting of sixty-five (65) acres, and 
one consisting of twenty-one (21) acres, which we may recommend to the plan- 
ning board, for commercial and/or industrial re-zoning. 


Our aim is to work with present business and attract new business in order 
to broaden our tax base which will help the property owner.

We feel, however, that we have not been receiving reports of all 
cases of contagious diseases, and urge the attending physician or the house- 
holder to make these reports in the future. This includes strep infections. 
Reports should be directed to the secretary of the board. 


From April through December, there were twenty-eight septic systems repaired. 
All of these systems were approved for construction by the Pollution Control 


Commission. 


All new and renewal sewage disposal systems are not to be covered without the 
proper inspection of the local building inspector. 


Approximately fifty percent of the restaurants and food stores in town have 
been inspected. Upon re-inspection, most violations were found to have been 


corrected. 


In the future, the inspector plans to inspect all establishments twice a year.

When the library is closed, library books may be deposited in the Book Return 
at the entrance to the Town Hall. This Book Return, donated by the Friends of 
the Library, has proven very useful. Book and food sales, held by the Friends, 
have benefited the library. 


Patrons requested three hundred and three adult non-fiction books from the State 
library. The bookmobile made three visits and loaned one thousand five hundred 
and seventy-three books to our library. 


The one hundred dollar State grants-in-aid money made possible the purchasing of 
several reference books. 


A New Hampshire Statewide Library card may be obtained from the library to pa- 
trons in good standing according to the rules of the library. This card may 
only be used in libraries in the State. 


Story hours were held for the kindergarten children, and films were shown to the 
elementary school children. The annual Second Grade Reading Club party was held 
at the Pollard School with entertainment furnished by the school children. 


Extra library hours in the morning are being held to benefit students attending 
Timberlane in the afternoon. To date, not many students have taken advantage of 
this opportunity. 


Three new book trucks were pruchased to provide more room for books. Steel shel- 
ving has been installed at the entrance to the library. It is hoped that more 
steel shelving will be added in the near future.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


War Memorial Field - a recreational area established to honor veterans of the 
Town of Plaistow - has in the past year continued to provide an area where the 
youth of Plaistow can enjoy its recreational facilities. 


In the spring and early summer there is a program of baseball for the boys ages 
eight through twelve. This is a well organized and highly successful program 
with about one hundred and seventy-five participating. The expenses for this 
program were over $2,000.00. The Recreation Commission gave $390.80 to help 
fund this program. 


In addition to this we have the Babe Ruth League for older boys with about 35 
participants. The cost of this runs between five and six hundred dollars. The 
recreation commission allotted no funds last year for this program. 


There was a fifth and sixth grade girls softball program started in 1970. No 
funds were allotted for this program and expenses were about thirty dollars. 


During the summer months there are many unorganized activities being conducted 
at the War Memorial Field. 


In the fall we see about eighty-five, sixth, seventh, and eighth grade boys back 
at the War Memorial Field doning their football gear, preparing to take their 
knocks in the Haverhill YMCA League, where one of our Plaistow teams were Co- 
Champs in 1970. The Recreation Commission added two hundred dollars to the foot- 
ball treasury where expenses ran over $2,300.00. 


In the late fall and through the winter we move inside to the Pollard School 
Gym where a basketball program is conducted. This program is for fourth, fifth, 
and sixth grade boys, and fifth thru eighth grade girls. It includes about two 
hundred children. The Recreation Commission allotted $87.37 when expenses ran 
to about five hundred dollars. 


At this time we would like to express our sincere thanks and appreciation to the 
many coaches, and helpers for their many hours of planning and execution of all 
these worthwhile programs. 


The beneficiaries of all these programs will be the children of the Town of 
Plaistow. 


Keeping in mind the expenses incurred by these programs the Recreation Commis- 
sion has submitted a budget of $2,400.00 for 1971, broken down as follows:
